atrocious nature. 
The murder r h in 


atteroptprl to bum the barn ai5d conc'-l 
<t.\l evidence of bis oriire. There is at 
present no clew to the person who com 
mitteil the deed. The murder occurred 
it-i i»r at» prcSBUi indications show, be 
twe^n nine and ten o'clock this morning, 
and was disc «vered shortly after wards, 
but no trace of the murderer could b- 
f Jtiud np to noon. 
. 


The crime was discovered by Mr. 


Knight, the owner of the bam, una 
George Warron, who had rerurned to 
the place from the woods in search of a 
plank. They were attracted by a fear- 
ful stench as they entered the opening 
in which the turn is situated, and on 
investigation discovered a thick volume 
of emoke issuing from the barn cellar. 
The -wo men secured several buckets of 
water and succeeded in quenching Iks 
flames, -which were found to. have ongi- 
nated in a cow stall in the cellar. 


As the fire was extinguished th.9 ter- ; 


rible odor of burning flesh caused them 
to investigate still farther, and they un- 
covered from the debris of the wood- 
work and refuse the nude body of Mrs. 
Fannie Spriggs. thirty years of age 
Her throat had been cut and the head 
was almost severed from the body, 
while the skull was horribly crashed 
and beaten almost to a jelly and there 
was a bad contusion over tUe right eye, 
the blow from which in itself would 
have been sufficient to cause instant 
death. 


Although the body was badly burned 


it could be easily identified. The wom- 
an's shoes, stockings and corsets were 
fonnd in another pait of the stall, where 
the fire had not reached, and her hat 
and a set of false teeth, stained with 
blood, were found outside, upon the 
barn floor. 


A piece of oak, two feet in length 


and two inches square, was also fonnd, 
covered with blood and matted hair, 
and it is evident thai; the terrible blows 
which crushed the skull were inflicted 
with this weapon. 


A diligent search was made for the 


knife with which the throat bad evident- 
ly been cut, but up to noon it had not 
been found. From indications which 
appeared around the barn door it seems 
that the victim was lured into the barn 
and Assaulted just in si Jo the door 


She was then stripped of ciutbiag and 


dragged down the cell-vr stairs to the 
cow stall, after which the fire was start 
ed and the murderer fled.but in which 
direction, or who he was are not known 
at the present time. It is learned 
that the woman had been living for 
sruae time in Eliot with a man who WHS 
not her husband, uud was about to be- 
come a mother. 
She came here about 


a week ago and took up her residence 
with the family of Samuel Locke, six- 
ty-eight years old. Mr. Locke states 
that ha left his house at six o clock this 
morning for a day's work io the wooilx 
and knew nothing of the matter until 
ho was summoned home and wai told 
of the murder. 


From a close examination of the vicin- 


ity of the barn it was learned that the 
murderer left the barn from the rear 
door, which was found opon, and prob- 
ably ran up a cow path loading towards 
the tracks of tho Eaatcru division of the 
Boston and Maine railroad, but tho 
direction taken

tho f;«]f of Mt-xieo swarmed with pirates 
jjrcj :ns oa tbo coiamcrco of cvc-ry nation. 
In l^-H an Knglish brig from Jamaica, 
bound home, was taken off Cape St. Aa 
toinc, her crew massacred and the ves«.-i 
beached on the coast of Cuba. Her cargo 
was valued at over $200,000. The British 
government started an investigation, and 
it was found to be the work of a Spanisb 
Iri-hnian named Cain, who had a fast top- 
sv.--.il schooner called the Esiuenuda, with n 
crew of 200 men of all nationalities. It 
was aiso found that in disposing of the 
plunder a Spanish coastguard vessel had 
conveyed most of It to Havana for sale 
ir.td that many Spanish officials were in- 
terested In tho affair, getting a share of 
tho plunder. 


Tho British government went for the 


r-p:uiiards In a vigorous manner, demand- 
!njj indemnity for tho past and security 
for tho future. Tho Spaniards yielded and 
agreed to equip a force to cruise on tho 
south coast and search tho keys for ma- 
rauders. A fast sailing brig of war, El 
Toridor, carrying ten guns, was put Jn 
commission under Captain Hernani. At 
this time the United States had a fleet of 
small vessels doing police duty in the guif, 
one of which, the Enterprise, commanded 
by Lieutenant White, had captured several 
pirate craft and cnt up their crows. It 
WHS on tho same station as the Toridor, 
and Lieutenant White arranged with Cap- 
t-i!n Hernani to co-opcrnto with him and 
if in want of assistance at night to show a 
light at tho mainmast head as a signal. 


Information had come to tho Spanish 


captain that a consort of the Ksmeralda, a 
fast sailing schooner called the Bonita, 
commanded by a negro named Pinto, 
would try and get into the Largo key at 
night. She had boon on a cruiso away 
south and was reported full of plunder. 
The negro captain was a bloodthirsty ruf- 
fian, about 50, and was badly wanted by 
thu Spanish authorities, as ho hnd. mur- 
dered a brother of Captain General G;ilviz 
in one of his raids ashore. So tho Toridor 
lay out about three miles away from the 
pass Ijctwcen tho islo of Piucs and Cayo 
Largo. On tho night of Aug. 10, 1823, 
the man at tho wheel was the only ono on 
the alert. Suddenly from the northwest 
came a bright flash and then tho boom of 
a gun, and a shot whistled through the 
rigging, and then a cry from tho helms- 
man: "Ahoy, there! Here's two boats 
alongside!" 


In thoso days muskets were kept in 


racks under the break of tho poop over- 
head, covered with tarpaulin, and the 
boarding: pikes were lashed to tho main 
boom. To these the startled crew rushed, 
and the Bides were alive with mon corainp: 
aboard yoliing, "Kill, kill!" There is no 
wane of courage arnonjr Spaniards, ano 
tho crew fought desperately. The captair 
was on deck and at once sent a man to tht 
masthead to light the signal lantorn, Unc 
with his oflicers »incl marines pitched in 
but tho shore party had got first blood 
nnd they fought like tigers, while the 
heavy shots from n, big schooner not over 
300 yards away camo fast. 
Tbo Toridort. 


retreated to tho quarterdeck nnd, cncour- 
ngod by their officers, made a desperate 
Tight, but it was evidently a losing game. 
The schooner had her sweeps out and in r. 
few minutes would board the brig with n 
crowd of fresh assailants. 


Fortunately the Enterprise was not more 


than 18 miler, away, in the rouUiwost. The 
watch had been changed, and tho new 
lookout h.ul just, gono aloft when be called 
out• "Deck nhoy I Them noes a gun right 
nor'eant off tho starboard liow."

of tho officers sprang into the rigging with 
anight glass and hailed: "There it goes 
again I 1 hear the boom!"

A MARINE CORPS RECRUIT WHO HAD 


NERVE AND USED IT. 


THERE" WAS NO COMPULSION. 


Am » Re«*U, He 'Went to the Mediter-

The extreme difficulty encountered by 


an enlisted man in the marine corps who 
wants to get out of the service without 
deserting beJ^re bis enlistment is up is 
well known. An enlisted man in the sea 
soldiers must have pretty 
influential 


friends with Washington connections iu 
order to do this, but there are exceptions. 
Here is the story of one of the excep- 
tions: 


He was en accomplished yooug chap 


from New Orleans. He came to Wash- 
ington a number of years ago to take an 
examination for surgeon iu the regular 
army, but he got on a spree shortly after 
his arrival here, and when he came to 
the examinations they were all conclud- 
ed, and he was in that condition of finan- 
cial collapse known as flat broke. So he 
enlisted in the marine corps at the Wash- 
ington barracks of the sea soldiers' out- 
fit. He enlisted under the name of Dun- 
baK a name which 
he subsequently 


changed to his right one. 
He belonged 


to a prominent New Orleans family. The 
young man had graduated with high hon- 
ors in medicine after taking his A. B. 
at the University oJ Virginia, and he was 
an all around finished proposition. 
His 


idea in enlisting in the marine corps was 
that he might have 'a chance to get an 
apothecary's billet in the navy. Now, a 
naval apothecary was at that time a 
chief petty officer in the navy proper, 
and naval apothecaries are not cieated 
out of sea soldiers. They are shipped ns 
apothecaries, and they have no connec- 
tion whatsoever with the marine corps. 
The young Louisianian didn't know this, 
however, and so he "took on" as a buck 
private in the marines. He had hardly 
drawn his first government straight uni- 
form as a sea soldier before he .found out 
that as a marine he had no show in 
life ever to become an apothecary—that 
he was dished to do marine's guard duty 
for the balance of his enlistment. 


The outlook seemed pretty gloomy to 


the young man from New Orleans, but, 
be didn't lose his nerve. He calmly de- 
cided in his own mind that he'd become a 
naval apothecary anyhow without desert- 
ing, marine or no marine. He did some 
corresponding with some friends in New 
York, and he found out that a ship at 
that yard about to start on a Mediter- 
ranean .cruise, needed an apothecary. So 
he sat down and wrote to the surgeon of 
that ship, applying for the billet, inclos- 
ing credentials as to his ability, but with- 
out stating that he was already enlisted 
in the marine corps. If he had done that, 
the surgeon, appreciating the difficulty of 
getting an enlisted man out of the marine 
corps, wouldn't have paid any attention 
to his application. 
As it was, however, 


the surgeon answered the young Louisi- 
anian's application promptly, informing 
him that he'd probably do if he could 
pass tlie physical examination and sug- 
gesting that he run over to the Brooklyn 
navy yard to be looked at and sized up. 
Running over to the Brooklyn navy yard 
scanded all right, but marines can't run 
anywhere without orders. 


"Well, I guess I'll just nail that apoth- 


ecaryship anyhow," said the young man 
to himself, and, rigging himself up in his 
best uniform, he called upon a marine 
officer who had taken a sort of interest 
in him and told him the case—how he had 
• chance to slip into the chief petty offi- 
cer's uniform of an apothecary; how, of 
course, he'd have to have his discharge 
as a marine in order to try for the billet, 
and so on. 


"Out of the question," said the marine 


officer. "You can't get your discharge." 


The young man took the matter higher 


in the marine corps, but it wouldn't do, 
He was sat down upon and regarded as a 
pretty nervy chap to ask for his dis- 
charge from an outfit in which he had 
only served for a few weeks. 


"All right," mused the • young man. 


"Now I'll go to the boss of the whole 
works and see what he says." 


So he got himself up spick and span 


again, asked for an afternoon's leave and 
walked down to the navy department. 
He had to walk because he hadn't drawn 
any pay yet. He was a pretty fine look- 
Ing marine, but fine looking marines don't 
cut much of a figure in the corridors of 
the navy department. 
Even tho colored 


messengers at the doors grinned at him, 
and when he calmly announced that ho 
wanted to have a little heart to heart 
talk with Mr. Whitney, who happened 
then to be the secretary of the navy, he 
came near being shunted out of the build- 
ing. The messengers figured that he was 
drunk and dangerous. However, he final- 
ly ran the gantlet of all the messengers 
and all the private secretaries, stenogra- 
phers and door blockers who barred his 
way and found himself in the presence 
Of Secretary of the Navy Whitney. The 
latter looked up at him curiously. It is 
not often that a secretary of the navy is 
addressed by a buck private in the ma- 
rine corps. 


The young man in the marine's uni- 


form saluted the secretary and sat down 
when he was courteously invited to do 
so. Then he up and told Mr. Whitney 
his little story. He had sort of bunkoed 
himself into the marine corps, he said, 
and he had a chance to do better for him- 
self. He was tied, however, by the fact 
that he was already an enlisted man. 
Could tho secretary see his way clear to 
letting him have his discharge from the 
marines? 


"Give this man his discharge at once," 


the secretary wrote on a piece of paper, 
and the young Louisianian took it to the 
commandant of marines. It wasn't liked 
n little bit, that method of the young man 
from New Orleans, because it looked like 
deliberately jumping over too many high 
heads, bnt it went. It had to go. 


With his discharge in his pocket the 


young man walked into the barracks amj 
packed up his things. lie dug up the 
price of the ride W Brooklyn that same 
afternoon, and the next morning he ap- 
peared before the surgeon whose ship 
needed an apothecary. In just 24 hours 
from the tire he had talked with Mr. 
Whitney he was walking the deck, a 
chief petty ollieer, with the silver eagle 
of his rate on his arm, of a ship thnt was 
already coaling up for n charming voy- 
age on the Mediterranean station. 
It 


wns a ease of cold nerve on the young 
man's part, ivnd the cold nerve won him 
cut.—Washington Star.

All fruit has to be placed in the sulphur 
house for several hours for the purpose 
of bleaching it or causing it to retain its 
natural color, as well as to destroy all 
insect life that may remain, otherwise 
the sun would cause it to turn • black. 
The trays are then carried out and placed 
upon the ground under the steady rays 
of the glorious California sun. 
Should 


clouds bo hanging over the trays are 
placed one above the other until that 
preat purifier and drier of the universe, 
old Sol, makes his appearance. 


The fruit requires from three to seven 


days to dry. At the end of this time men 
go out into the orchard with what arc 
called "sweat boxes" and scrape from the 
trays all the fruit into these boxes, in 
which it is left until fully dried. Finally 
it is hauled to tlie storehouses and piled 
up in heaps, perhaps ten feet high, await- 
ing the eye of the critical buyer.-— Pcar-

HOW MONTANA WAS NAMED. 


Governor Denver Su-ccrxtfd the Ti- 


tle to Stephen A. JJou»jltt»- 


P. M. Clevengt-r, a lawyer of Wilmins- 


ton, O.( in an interesting letter tells h#tv 
Montana was named. Ho hays: 


"In the year 1888 I was-, a law student 


in ihe law office of the late General J. D, 
Denver in Washington and also occupied 
the position of confidential clerk to him. 
During a conversation betwt-eu us about 
Montana territory the general asked me 
if I knew how the territory got its name. 
I answered in the negative, and he re- 
marked. 
'I am the only person living 


who knows,' and proceeded in his modest 
way to relate the incident to me. 


"Denver had been the much loved ter- 


ritorial governor of Kansas, which at 
that time included the greater part, if 
not all, of the present state of Colorado. 
He was very intimate with Stephen A. 
Douglas. 
I cannot remember the exact 


time of this incident as given me by Gen- 
eral Denver, but it was after Denver had 
been governor of Kansas territory and 
before Douglas ceased to be a senator. 
Douglas sent for Denver to conic to his 
house, which was in "Washington, both 
being tliere at the time. During the even- 
ing's conversation Douglas said that he 
was going to introduce a bill to form some 
new territories and wanted Denver to 
give him an appropriate name. He had 
a map of the country before him. Colo- 
rado was the first name suggested, but 
Douglas replied, '1 have suggested that 
uaiirtt for this one,' pointing oil the map 
to what is now the state of Colorado. '1 
want a name for n territory I am going 
t« mark out up here in the mountains.' 


"Denver's life in the west and service 


in the*^Iexican war made him familiar 
with many Spanish words, and he re- 
marked, 'Why not call it Montana?' 


''Douglas immediately said. 'What does 


it meanV Denver replied, 'Jt is a Span- 
ish word and means a mountainous coun- 
try.' 


"Douglas' wife was one oC the most 


noted linguists of the capital, and he, 
doubting Denver's knowledge of Spanish, 
walked out into the hall and called to his 
wife, who was up stairs, and said, 'My 
donr, do you know any such word as 
"Montana?"' to which she readily rc- 
pli-il, 'It is a Spanish word and means a 
mountainous country.' 


•'Douglas returned and said, 'Governor, 


it's just the word, and I will adopt it.' A 
bill followed in a few days in which 
'Montana' appeared. 
The bill did not 


pass at that time and if I correctly re- 
ineinber the story not in the lifetime of 
Douglas, but the name stuck, and from 
that incident Montana got its name. 


''General Denver was a very modest man 


and rarely even to intimate friends spoke 
of events with which he was connected, 
and as he is now dead I may be the only 
person who knows of the incident. 
I 


have given it to you as related to me by 
the general, and I thought your people 
might be interested not only in knowing 
the story, but in preserving it."—Chicago 
Inter Ocean.

Electric Pisli of the 


Professor Francis Gotch clcscribos the 


electric fish of tho Nile, of which the 
Egyptians nuulp pictures thousands 
oC 


yours .'iRO and which still inhabits 1he wa- 
ters of tlmt river, as being provided with 
an electrical organ that infloscs the whole 
body. It is situated in the skin, and 
when viewed with a microscope is seen 
to be composed of about 2,000,000 beauti- 
fully formed little disks superposed upon 
connected rows of minute compartments 
in which are the terminals of nerves. The 
shock is produced by an intense current 
which traverses the entire organ from 
the head to the tail of tho fish, returning 
through the surroundings. It stilus small 
lixh in the neighborhood. Professor Gotch 
likens its action 1o that of a self loading 
and self discharging gun. The electromo- 
tive foree of the organ in a fish only eight 
inches long can, he asserts, attain the 
surpnsiug maxiimiiu of 200 volt*. A sin- 
gle slant nerve cell at the head of the 
spinal column is the source of the im- 
pulses 
which discharge 
the 
organ.—

"The greatest feat of horsemanship 1 


ever saw performed was by a Riflian ir- 
regular cavalryman," said Captain J. E.

The upper 
third of the third quarter—directly uuder 
the first—shows the Austrian colors. The 
lower two-thirds is divided between the 
flag of Burgundy and the black lion of 
Flanders.

quarter shows tho checkers, another Bur- 
gundian device, whik-the lower two-thirds 
is shared by tho rod c;ig!o of Antwerp and 
the golden lion of Brabant, and on tho top 
of all this aro two shields, ono showing tho 
Portuguese arm--, thi- other tho French 
fleur-de-lis.

by congress or tho president, r-'ometiiucs

however, rank is given s«> :m oJSicvr Lc- 1 
cause he has done something which :it j 
tracts the attention of hia superiors. 


In order to distinguish an officer from n j 


common soldier, tho government h:i£ • 
adopted various marts oi rank, wL-ich arc ' 
jrorn by tho officers, both in time of war j 
ind peace. During the foriuer these signs i 
»re less conspicuous, for during a little 
(he sharpshooters always try to pick ofl 
the officers, so that the soldiers will have 
no ono to command them. 


If any one who reads this article should 


in time of peace go aboard a man-of-war 
or in a gathering of naval officers, he 
would notice a great amount of gold luce 
upon their UBiforuis and see the ir.signifi 
of rank upon their shoulders. But in war- 
time each officer puts away his gaudy uni 
form. Instead of tho shoulder straps the 
mark of rank is worn xipon tho collar of 
the coat. An admiral, tho highest ofticei 
in the navy, wears four silver stars anil 
two anchors upon his shoulder strap-i oi 
collar; a rice admiral, three stars and one 
anchor; a rear admiral, an anchor with c 
star on either side; a commodore, n slai 
with an anchor on either side; a captain 
a silver eagle and two anchor?, and i 
lieutenant an anchor with two silver bur: 
on each side. There aro also inrsny potr 
and noncommissioned officers who wen? 
the insignia of their rank on their sleeves 
above tho elbow. The higher officers nlsc 
wear gold bands upon their sleeves, run 
ning about tho wrists. 
The shoulde; 


straps are 4Jif inches long and 1M inches 
wide. They aro mado of dark blue cloth, 
with a border of dead gold a quarter of 
an inch wide, the device being cmbroid- \ 
ercd inside the border. 


Tho lowest commissioned officer in the 


navy is an cnsigu. IIo wears a single sil- 
ver anchor on his shoulder strap. It is the 
ambition of each ensign to change hi« 
stripes for thosu of a lieutenant. There 
are many cases on record where an ensign 
showed great bravery during a battle, nnd 
his name was seut; to Washington with a 
recommendation from his commander that 
he be promoted. Often an ensign was son' 
on a dangerous mission and got his lir;i 
tenant's stripes that way. Usually, how 
ever, he has to wait till some officer nbovo 
him is promoted or dies or retires, and 
then ho moves up iu rank. 


Every sailor und soldier knows that in 


time of war his superiors are watching 
him and that if bo shows himself a bravo 
man he stands a good chance of being pro- 
moted. It is a matter of great pride to 


! add an extra bar to his shoulder straps or 
to have ono of tho many insignias of rank 
put on his uniform. There aro, besides tho 
honor of being an officer, better pay with 
each additional rise in rank, more com- 
fortable quarters and mora personal lib- 
erty. All these things make the soldiers 
more ambitious to gain promotion. 


In the army tho insignia of rank is 


somewhat similar to that of the nnvy, but 
§ven in active service an army offlccr still 
wears his shoulder straps. The general is 
the highest officer of the army. 
H:* rank 


is shown by an eagle with a star on each 
side. A lieutenant general wears thrco 
stars on his shoulder straps, a major gen- 
eral two, a brigadier gcnoial one-, a coloni 1 j 
a silver eagle, a lieutenant colom-1 two sil- 
ver leaves, a major two gold leaves, a cap I 
tain four silver bars and a lieutera'it i\\r. j 
bars. Tho noncommissioned officer* wear 1 
their devices of rank upon th'-ir sleeves. A ! 
general may also ho distinguished by thn 
arrangement; of the buttons on bis coat. 
One of tho jokes credited to General ' ir-.mt 
•was one about tho buttons on his coat. A 
major general wears two rows of buttons, 
nine in each row and each row divided in- 
to groups of three. 
One day Grant was 


clad in a military coat fuuch thcworfu for 
wear and from which all but three buttons 
had been torn. An olliccr brought him 
word that ho had just been promoted to 
the rank of major general.

Besides the chance which a soldier or 


sailor has of becoming an officer and wear- 
ing an insignia of rank there is another 
thing which ho works for during war- 
time, but this is confined principally to 
tho navy. It is tho matter of prizo money 
It is tho rulo of tho United States navy 
that when tho crew of a vessel raptuivs 
another ship the prizo is to bo sold and a 
part of tho proceeds divided among tin. 
officers and sailors. 
If the eaptur-d ship 


was equal in fighting strength to the cap 
tor, nil the prizo money goes to t he victor.-., 
but if tho prize was weaker half goes to 
tho government, and tho remaining half i>i 
divided among tho crow and officers 


In such a division tho commissioned 


officers come in for a larger share, so il i, 
well to bo as high an officer as possible 
Tho commander of a fioot receives one- 
twentieth of all tho pri/.o money awarded 
to any ship iu his command. The eaptan 
of a single vessel receives one-tenth of tin 
money awarded to his vessel, but gets 
nothing from tho prizes of any ot tho oth- 
er ships of the Hoot to which he belongs. 
Tho remaining officers and members of 
the crew of tho vessel which has mado the 
capture receive prizo money in accord- 
ance with their rank and pay. Tho lower 
a man is in tho navy tho less prl/.e money 
ho gets. A common sailor may get $'2t)U 
as his share whuro if ho wero a lieutenant 
ho might receive twice that sum.—Cin- 
cinnati Commercial Tribune.
